The  fulness  of  the  garments  and 
the  nature  of  the  materials  used  give 
a  hcav^y  but  hy  no  means  charac- 
terless appearance  to  feminine  dress 
at  the  end  of  the  fifteenth  century. 
Skirts  were  worn  so  long  that  the_y 
dragged  on  the  ground,  both  in  front 
and  behind,  and  had  to  be  lilted 
with  the  hand  before  the  wearer 
could  walk. 

Openings  in  the  sleeves  were  first 
seen  about  this  time  and  innume- 
rable fancy  effects  were  obtained 
in  sleeves  by  the  use  of  ribbons, 
which  were  very  popular.
